The headteacher of Tiffin School 
has paid tribute to a former stu¬ 
dent found dead less than 24 hours 
after going missing this week. 

The body of Aaron Gur- 
mail, 24, pictured, from Rae¬ 
burn Avenue, Berrylands, 
was found in Dorking on 
Tuesday morning, Jan¬ 
uary 6. 

He had last been seen at 
4pm on Monday, January 5, 
sparking a police appeal to find 
him via Twitter. 

Mr Gurmail’s next-of-kin have 
been informed and his death is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

Mr Gurmail was a trainee den¬ 
tist who graduated from Kings 



College London, having attended 
Tiffin School in Kingston between 
2001 and 2008. 

He was also the recipient of the 
best chemistry student 
award while at the 
school’s sixth form. 
Tiffin headteacher Hilda 
Clarke said: “It is tragic 
news. Our thoughts are 
very much with Aaron’s 
family. He was a very good 
student at Tiffin and went on 
to study dentistry. 

“He came back to the school on 
several occasions to take part in 
talking to sixth formers about 
studying dentistry. 

“Aaron is a well-remembered 


student at Tiffin School and I 
know that the whole of the school 
community would want to express 
their deep sadness at the loss of 
somebody so young who had a 
bright future ahead of him.” 

According to Mr Gurmail’s 
Linkedin profile, he was the presi¬ 
dent of the Tiffin Medical and 
Dental Society, a group of former 
Tiffinians holding annual mock 
interviews, reviewing personal 
statements and providing talks for 
prospective medical and dental 
students. It also stated he had 
spent a month volunteering as a 
dental volunteer in Ghana and 
worked as a dental trainee at 
Abbey Dental Surgery in Slough.

Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
visited Kingston Hospital on Mon¬ 
day to shore up his Liberal Demo¬ 
crat colleague Edward Davey’s 
nascent election campaign. 

Mr Clegg has positioned his 
party as the sensible choice be¬ 
tween the Conservatives and 
Labour, particularly on the NHS, 
which he said the Lib Dems would 
fund in line with growth in the 
economy. 

He criticised the Tories’ “ideo¬ 
logically extreme assertion that 
they want to carry on cutting, cut¬ 
ting money for public services” 
and added: “Labour can’t commit 
to this - they would still be spend¬ 
ing a lot of extra money on inter¬ 
est payments [on the nation’s 
financial shortfall]. We have 
struck the right balance.” 

An extra £2bn was promised by 
Chancellor George Osborne in last 
year’s autumn statement, which 
Mr Davey said his party “pushed 
for” behind the scenes. 

However, hospitals in south-west 
London must find hundreds of 
millions of pounds-worth of sav¬ 
ings due to national cuts, and 
Kingston Hospital’s chief execu¬ 
tive Kate Grimes said her team 
was “struggling” to pare back 
what she said was already a high- 
ly-efficient service. 

An extra billion or two may 
seem dwarfed by the overall NHS 
budget - more than £90bn - but Ms 
Grimes believes even that amount 



could be vital if some trickles 
down to her hospital. 

She said: “If we can get a propor¬ 
tion of that it will make a really 
big difference. 

“Next year we are required to 
make a 3.8 per cent efficiency sav¬ 
ing which is about nearly £10m. 
We are really struggling to find 
that. 

“We’ve got a number of very sig¬ 
nificantly under-funded services it 
would really help.” 

That includes the intensive care 
unit and the maternity unit, 
where both Mr Davey’s children, 
as well as Mr Clegg’s third son 
Miguel, were born. 

Ms Grimes said of the depart¬ 
ment, which must make an 
£800,000 cut next year: “Its costs 
are midwives and doctors. Where 
do you look to make a saving?”

The hospital boss has previously 
said she will take the trust into fi¬ 
nancial deficit before having to 
make cuts that would impact pa¬ 
tient care. 

Mr Davey said this morning that 
the share of the extra autumn 
statement cash coming to health 
services in Kingston will be above 
the national average. 

That will mean another £5.88m 
in the coffers in 2015-16 for GPs on 
Kingston’s clinical commissioning 
group. 

The group has had to find its 
own cuts, described last year as 
“far in excess of what is consid¬ 
ered achievable” by clinicians 
working on the south-west Lon¬ 
don collaborative commissioning 
review, the successor to the con¬ 
troversial Better Services, Better 
Value scheme.

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KINGSMEADOW: Kingstonian to look for new home if Dons sell ground to Chelsea 

Blues bid could see Ks on

Kingstonian football club has 
announced plans to leave its 
Kingsmeadow home - if the 
ground is sold to Premier 
League giants Chelsea. 

The non-league club, who 
have played at the stadium in 
Norbiton for the past 25 years, 
said in a statement staying at 
the ground was “not a practi¬ 
cal option” should it be sold 
by current owners AFC Wim¬ 
bledon. 

Last week our sister paper 
the Surrey Comet revealed 
AFC Wimbledon were in talks 
with Chelsea over buying 
Kingsmeadow if the Dons’ bid 
to build a new stadium in 
their spiritual home of Mer¬ 
ton was successful. 

This week it was also 


reported by the Guardian 
newspaper that AFC Wimble¬ 
don would pay a “significant 
contribution” toward helping 
Ks find a new home - ru¬ 
moured to be in the region of 
£lm. 

But Kingstonian co-chair¬ 
man Mark Anderson, who 
runs the club alongside fellow 
owners Malcolm Winwright 
and John Fenwick, declined 
to confirm the figure. 

He said: “We are having an 
ongoing conversation with 


AFC Wimbledon and of 
course finances have been dis¬ 
cussed, but we haven’t dis¬ 
cussed figures. 

“We like to see it as an op¬ 
portunity, and we are embrac¬ 
ing it. 

“We have already identified 
two or three options that are 
open to us, and are very confi¬ 
dent, whatever happens.” 

Mr Anderson said the club 
had been looking at propsec- 
tive new home grounds “for 
the past couple of months”. 


But should the Dons’ plans 
for an 11,000-seater stadium in 
Wimbledon be turned down, 
Mr Anderson did not rule out 
Ks staying at Kingsmeadow 
for a while longer. 

He said: “It all depends on 
Wimbledon’s success and 
Chelsea’s continued desire to 
purchase the ground. 

“As long as those two things 
carry on, then we carry on. 

“If one of those things fell 
down, then we aren’t back to 
square one, but we’ve got an- 


move 


other five or six years left on 
our deal with AFC Wimble¬ 
don anyway.” 

Kingsmeadow was opened 
in 1989 as the home ground for 
Kingstonian. 

In 2002, the newly-formed 
AFC Wimbledon began play¬ 
ing home games as tenants, 
before buying the ground 
from Ks’ controversial former 
chairman Rajesh Khosla in 
2003, who pocketed £2.5m 
from the deal. 

Since then, Kingstonian 
have stayed on as tenants. 

But Mr Anderson assured 
Ks fans: “The simple fact is 
Kingstonian fans have been 
let down in the past, and I 
want to make clear that Mal¬ 
colm, John and myself are not 
doing this for any monetary 
gain for ourselves.”

Train passengers in south¬ 
west London are set for a se¬ 
ries of frustrating travel 
weekends while major engi¬ 
neering work takes place in 
the Wimbledon area.

Berrylands station will have 
no service at all on weekends 
until early February and pas¬ 
sengers are advised to take 
the K2 bus service between 
Surbiton and Kingston, which 
will accept valid train tickets.

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TfL works see six-week 
closure for busy road

A key route between Chess- 
ington and Epsom will be 
closed for six weeks while 
works to improve the cross¬ 
roads at Malden Rushett take 
place. 

The Transport for London 
(TfL) works, that will see a 
new pedestrian crossing in 
Fairoak Lane and widened 
carriageways to aid turning, 
began in the autumn. 

Rushett Lane will be closed 
from now until Friday, Febru¬ 
ary 20. 

Surrey County councillors 
met with TfL planners, who 
said the full closure, which 
is taking place during 


Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures’ winter closure, was the 
least disruptive option they 
considered. 

Councillor Eber Kington 


said: “If motorists opt to 
change their normal travel 
plans and travel outside peak 
times, this will assist in reduc¬ 
ing the number of vehicles on 


the road at these times, which 
may have a positive effect. 

“However, any severe weath¬ 
er, a road accident, or disrup¬ 
tion along the A3 or M25 will 
have an adverse effect on traf¬ 
fic and will increase the level 
of congestion and delays.” 

A TfL spokesman said: 
“This six-week closure of 
Rushett Lane will allow us to 
carry out improvement 
works, including drainage in¬ 
stallation, reinstatement of 
utility services and carriage¬ 
way resurfacing. 

“A signed diversion route 
will be in place for traffic and 
we will endeavour to keep any 
disruption to a minimum.”

London’s lifesaving air am¬ 
bulance will be grounded for 
the next three weeks for 
repairs. 

The 24-hour helicopter ser¬ 
vice, a registered charity, 
saves countless lives each 
year by swooping to aid criti¬ 
cally injured people at road 
crashes, crime scenes and 
other major incidents. 

It treats an average of six 
people every 24 hours. 

But it has no back-up heli¬ 
copter at the moment. 

London Air Ambulance 
says on its website: “When 
seconds count, the most ef¬ 
fective way to reach critically 
injured patients is by 
helicopter.” 

But Graham Hodgkin, chief 
executive of the charity, said 
critically injured people 


would be taken directly to 
hospital by ambulance. 

The service covers 10m peo¬ 
ple within the M25 area and 
costs £5m a year to run. 

About £1.3m of the running 
costs are paid for by the NHS, 
but it still has to find millions 
each year to keep going. 

Barts Health NHS Trust 
pays for the trauma doctors 
and London Air Ambulance 
pays for the paramedics.

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Father-in-law of dead man criticises halving of killer’s sentence 

‘Is this what a life is 
worth these days?’

The father-in-law of a man 
killed in a random attack by a 
violent alcoholic has spoken out 
about the killer’s sentence being 
halved. 

Michael Broom, 50, of Rho- 
drons Avenue, Hook, punched 
father-of-four Mark Haley once 
in a “petty dispute” outside 
Tesco in Hook Parade on August 
21, 2011, and was charged with 
grievous bodily harm for the 
assault. 

Mr Haley spent two years in a 
coma before dying at the Royal 
Hospital for Neuro-Disability in 
Putney on August 28 last year, 
leading to a fresh investigation 
into a manslaughter charge for 
Broom. 

Judge Richard Hone QC, sen¬ 
tenced Broom to two years in 
prison for manslaughter on De¬ 
cember 22, only to reduce the 
sentence to just one year the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

David Davies, Mr Haley’s fa¬ 
ther-in-law, said: “By the time 
Michael Broom is released from 
prison he will have served a 
total of 37 months for the crime.

“Is this what a life in Britain is 
worth these days, three years 
one month?” 

BT engineer Mr Haley had 
only been out to buy a pint of 


milk when he was assaulted and 
was airlifted to hospital after 
suffering injuries from the 
punch that caused him to fall 
backward and hit his head on a 
pole. 

Broom, also a father, was 
known in the area for being “the 
local drunk” and had drunk two 
cans of alcohol on the day of the 
attack. 

He had also taken his shirt 
off before launching the 
punch. 

Broom will serve at least six 
months in jail before being re¬ 
leased on licence. 

Mr Davies said: “Without 
explanation or without inform¬ 
ing the police or Mark Haley’s 
family the judge reduced the 
sentence to one year, of which 
Michael Broom will serve six 
months. 

“How could this happen? 

“What has happened to British 
justice?” 

Until 1996 if someone died 
more than a year and a day after 
an attack their assailant could 
not be charged with murder or 
manslaughter.

Leplumey, who 
pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing, was 
sentenced on December 
9. He must also carry 
out 60 hours of 
community work and 
take part in a safe 
driving course. 

TV THIEF: A resident of 
Surbiton YMCA stole a 
television set from Asda 
in Roehampton Vale. 
Justin Dyke, 34, 
admitted taking the TV, 
worth £499, and will be 
sentenced at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court on 
January 14.

A man who offered to repair a woman’s 
flat tyre and then followed her when she 
refused, has been told he must carry out 
140 hours of unpaid work for harassing 
her.

Vale, then offered to help fix the tyre, but 
after declining his help and calling the 
AA, the 23-year-old woman found him 
following her.

managed to lose him before calling po¬ 
lice on July 17 this year. 

A police officer making enquiries the 
following day found Hahn fixing another 
woman’s tyre in the same car park. 

He was sentenced at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on December 10 after being 
found guilty of harassment following a 
trial. 

Hahn was ordered to pay compensation 
of £60, costs of £100, and carry out 140 
hours of unpaid work in the next 12 
months.

Teen charged over Mercedes crash 


A teenager has appeared in court after al¬ 
legedly failing to stop for police before 
crashing a Mercedes in Kingston. 

The 16 year-old, from Kensington, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, ap¬ 
peared at Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court 
on Thursday, December 18.

A Worcester Park man who 
suffers from a rare genetic 
disorder is urging people to 
make joining the organ donor 
register their New Year’s 
resolution. 

Hemong Patel, 44, had 
Alport’s syndrome diagnosed 
while at college. The condi¬ 
tion causes gradual scarring 
of the kidneys resulting in 
eventual kidney failure. 

Mr Patel is of Indian de¬ 
scent and hospitals struggle 
to find matching donor or¬ 
gans because fewer people 
from the Asian community 
have signed up to be on the 
donor register. 


Mr Patel said: “I think that 
is a generational thing at the 
moment. It is not something 
my parents ever thought of 
doing, but it is extremely 
important. 

“When I have asked people, 
about 90 per cent agree with 
the idea of organ donation, 
but only around 20 per cent of 
people have actually signed 
up. 

“If we could get everyone 
who agrees with donation to 
register in the new year we 
would be in a much better 
position.” 

Despite receiving dialysis 
three times a week, Mr Patel 
has a full time job as a digital 
marketing specialist and is 
also working on an MA in 
social media. 

Mr Patel said he remains 


positive about his treatment 
and is hopeful of getting a 
transplant. 

He said: “If all this had hap¬ 
pened to me now I think I 
would have reacted very 
differently. 

“Don’t get me wrong dialy¬ 
sis is difficult - even more so 
when you are young and ev¬ 
eryone in your unit is older 
than you. 

“However, I believe I have 
coped well. I have always 
taken the view that dialysis is 
something I do three times a 
week for a few hours. 

“It is not the end of the 
world and many people are 
much worse off than me.” 

About 31 per cent of 
Kingston residents are on the 
organ donor register, 5 per 
cent more than the London 


average, however those wait¬ 
ing for transplants still be¬ 
lieve this is too low. 

Sally Johnson, NHS Blood 
and Transplant’s director of 
organ donation and trans¬ 
plantation, said: “Without 
organ donors there can be no 
transplantation. 

“But to help the 10,000 peo¬ 
ple in the UK currently in 
need of a transplant, it is 
vital the number of families 
agreeing to donation taking 
place increases.” 

Mr Patel said: “I hope for 
the new year people just take 
a few moments to register 
themselves.”

Decision on waste 
should be reversed 


[I wrote a] letter to MP Zac Gold¬ 
smith urging him to intervene, 
while there is still time, and re¬ 
verse the dreadful decision by his 
Conservative colleagues in 
Kingston to downgrade the recy¬ 
cling of non-food waste from 
weekly to fortnightly. 

Although I have received no 
reply from Mr Goldsmith, he has 
seen fit to address the points I 
made in an angry blog post on his 
website. 

As this is the closest we have to 
a reply, I am happy to address the 
points he makes. 

Mr Goldsmith’s approach to 
this issue has been deeply 
partisan and disappointingly 
aggressive. 

He accused me and other Liber¬ 
al Democrats of spreading lies, 
when in fact we have set out the 
precise plan that the Conserva¬ 
tives have themselves put before 
the council. 

I believe residents have a right 
to know the truth and it is a fact, 
not a scare story, that the Tories 
are changing recycling of all but 
food from a weekly to a fortnight¬ 
ly service. 


This was, in fact, the ideal op¬ 
portunity for Mr Goldsmith to 
turn his warm words into action 
and, as he said, “work cross¬ 
party for a much more coherent 
approach to tackling our ap¬ 
palling wastefulness as a nation”. 
He has failed to do that. 

More surprising, however, is 
his apparent confusion over the 
difference between public con¬ 
sultation and telephone market 
research. 

When the current recycling 
system was introduced, there 
was extensive consultation, de¬ 
bate and discussion and the sys¬ 
tem was piloted for several 
months before being introduced 
borough-wide. 

But these new changes are 
being rushed through, with most 
of the information still not being 
made available to the public, 
with just cursory telephone re¬ 
search as justification. 

If Mr Goldsmith had taken 
time to read what background 
material is nevertheless in 
the public domain, he would 
have seen the summary of com¬ 
ments from those residents 


who were telephoned. 

Overall, respondents were gen¬ 
erally “unsupportive” of the pro¬ 
posed changes to the recycling 
collection that would see a fort¬ 
nightly collection on alternate 
weeks. 

Residents reported concerns 
about the build-up of recyclables 
and the storage required for re¬ 
cyclables over a two-week period, 
potential hygiene aspects, and a 
perceived decrease in the quality 
of the service, without any resul¬ 
tant decrease in the council tax. 

I agree. That is why I am en¬ 
couraging Kingston residents to 
sign our petition at 
bit.ly/lt5A5sz to help us stop 
this unreasonable proposal. 

There is still time for Mr Gold¬ 
smith and the Conservatives to 
swallow their pride and put this 
situation right for the good of the 
community and the environ¬ 
ment, but we are now very close 
to the wire.
